women out of ten who give Information either 
:o roportais or detectives exaggerate. If a 
lousehold awakous in the morning to find 
that thieves havo paid them u visit certain 


iulta wilt follow. 
The loss will be exagger- 


ated; th;>ro will bo talk about the family bo- 
ng chloroformed; some neighbor, who TVUS 
sound asleep ut tho time, will rnmcmbor of 
oeing strange men about or of hearing 
strange noises; suspicion will bo diroctod at a 
dozen different persons; three or lour women 
in tho same block will assort that attempts 
wore- also made on their bade doors or kitchen 
windows. In brief, instead of a plain, simn'o 
fnot, the reporter will find hit it«m so mixed 
and confused that ho must sift and analyze 
and throw out until common sonso tolls him 
tlmt he has arrived at tho true facts. 


Tho reporter is trusted as to his facts. Ho 


must In* a man worthy of ;bis tru^t. Ho 
must trust others to a certain degree. Ho 
cannot make a journey of throe miles to 
verify tho statement that a mar. fell oil a 
scaffold and broke hia log, but he must know 
something oC tbe man who gives him tho 
nc-wa. Neighbors o£!an rovonjo themselves 
rui uach other by giving false news. A inau 
may havo _ fallen, but perhaps a sprained 
ankle was nil tho Injury received. You 
must havo the acumen to sift thosu things. 
In seven cases out of ten t£ tho aver ge man 
gives you tho Information that "a man up 
on Blank street tumbled off bis shod this 
morning and hrolto a leg and four ribs" the 
roal facts will jift out: 


1. Ho was not on tho shed, buton the fenco. 
2, He did cot break hie leg, but cut his 


knoa. 


S. Ho did not break four ribs, but his wiio 


msuocts that ho cricked one. 


And tho successful reporter will have temp- 


tations without number. Each day and each 
night will bring thorn. His profsssional du- 
ties carry him where ho must bo exposed. Ho 
will be asked to drink and smoke and gamble 
because ho is a good follow. Men who feel 
under obligations to him will pay tho debt j 
by holding out a temptation. Ho will mingle j 
the misery and wickedness of a city with tho ! 
charity and morality. 
If ho Is not 
on his ', 


guard onu evil habit after another will creep j 
over him, and a few years will add him to I 
tho numberless wrecks floating ar.d drifting

But you want to be a reporter. I would
